Continuation of 3. NOTE: The additional limitation of automatically starting execution of an application for rendering the selected one, if 
the execution of the application is not currently started, and automatically bringing a window rendered by the application to a foreground 
of a display and making the window active of claim 26 raise new issues.

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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 21 , 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

A. Applicant contends that modifying Creswell in view of Johnson contains hindsight reasoning. 

B. Applicant contends that Creswell in view of Johnson fail to teach that the time of the recipient's 
response is required within a particular period of time. 

In considering A., the Examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that 

the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 

t 

recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of 
ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only 
from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

In considering B. t the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both Creswell and Johnson indicate 
urgency for a user to respond to a message. Creswell teaches that a response to a message may be 
required within some time period, and if no response occurs the message needs to be forwarded to other 
individuals or other actions need to be taken (see column 1 , lines 24-30), Johnson recognizes that some 
messages are important and require a response by forcing a user to respond before doing something . 
else (see column 4, lines 25-32). Forcing a user to respond before doing something is inherently time 
sensitive. If the mail object is open and cannot be exited out, it would be of best interest of the user to 
respond in order to go on doing other tasks.
